Dismiss Charges 
Against McClure 

No Evidence Of 
Conspiracy to Defraud, 
Says Opinion 

Charges against John J. Mc- 
Clure. Republican leader in Dela- 
ware County, and William C. 
Purdy. both of Chester, that thev 
conspired to defraud the City of 
Chester were dismissed Monday in 
an unanimous decision of the 
State Supreme Court. 

The decision brings to an end 
several years of litigation which 
has passed through criminal and 
civil hearings before the Delaware 
County Court of Common Pleas. 

The six Supreme Court judges 
concurred in the decision and 
order that court costs be divided 
between the defendants and the 
complainant. James L. Rankin, a 
Chester attorney. 

The following report on the de- 
cision appeared in The Legal In- 
telligencer, Philadelphia, issue of 
March 21: 

"The Supreme Court ordered 
the dismissal of charges against 
John McClure and William C. 
Purdy that they conspired to de- 
fraud the. City of Chester into 
paying an excessive price for the 
Chester Water Company. 

"In a per curiam opinion, the 
high court reversed the Court of 
Common Pleas of Delaware Coun- 
ty, which had declined to dismiss 
the charges against McClure and 
Purdy, although it had dismissed 
charges against others. 

"Each party was to pay its own 
costs, the high court ruled. 

"The two appellants and other 
individuals were charged with 
using political influence in the 
sale of the Chester Water Com- 
pany to the Chester Municipal 
Authority. 

"In dismissing the charges 
against McClure and Purdy. the 
Supreme Court said: 

"As the conspiracy charged was 
not proved, we must all agree that 
the record supports the decree 
dismissing the bill. . . We also 
agree that there was error in not 
dismissing the bill as to the other 
two defendants (McClure and 
Purdy). . . . There is no evidence 
that McClure influenced the offi- 
cials of Chester or the Chester 
Municipal Authority into acquir- 
ing the property."

Way Short of Goal 

Committee Is Named 
To Judge Window 
Displays 

With only ten days remamtnR 
in which to complete the drive on 
schedule, the Main Line Branch 
of the ReJ Cross was still $310,000 
short of its 1944 War Fund quota. 

Approximate total of all collec- 
tions by that day was $200,000, 
garnered during the 20 days since 
the effort began March 1. As 
I branch officials pointed out, this 
1 means that far lesj than one-half 
the quota has been raised in more 
than two-thirds of the time al- 
lotted. 

Branch officials, meeting Mon- 
day to mull over the problem of 
the lagging effort, were still 
hopeful that the Main Line could 
J reach its $510,000 goal; but they 
i confessed that this was only con- 
ceivable if a new burst of gener- 
ous giving and energetic solicita- 
tion filled the remaining ten days. 

Nothing has been reported as 
yet of the possibility of extending 
the campaign beyond April 1, day 
it is scheduled to close. 

Frederick W. Dreher, War Fund 
chairman, reiterated his plea 
against the number of $1 dona- 
tions coming in. Last week Dreher 
pointed out that the $1 donations 
i customary "Roll Call" contri- 
bution during peacetime) are "pit- 
iably inadequate" in the face of 
huge wartime needs — particularly 
the needs of millions of Ameri- 
can fighting men at the fronts, 
and prisoners of war. 

Mrs. Henry C. Eamshaw, 
branch chairman, this week urged 
Main Line residents not to wait 
until they are approached by a 
War Fund solicitor.

Threatens Men 
Overseas, Says 
Official of Keystone 

Keystone Automobile Club puts 
solution of the gasoline black 
market problem squarely up to 
the motorist. 

"There would be no black mar- 
ket if there were no customers for 
.its product." said William Berry. 
I Secretary of the Club, this week 
in a statement bitterly assailing 
black market operations which, 
he declared, "have become a na- 
tional scandal and disgrace." 

"The black market in gaso- 
line." continued Berry. "has 
finally reached the critical stage 
where it is actually jeopardizing 
the success of our armed forces 
overseas and threatening the 
whole structure of civilian ration- 
ing. Its existence and continued 
spread constitute the blackest 
page in American motoring his- 
tory. Not one drop of illicit gas- 
oline could be sold if Americans 
were unwilling to buy: yet. mil- 
lions of gallons are flowing into 
illegal channels. It is obvious 
that enforcement officials cannot 
wipe out the vicious racket, which 
is striking at the very roots of 
democracy, without wholehearted 
and sustained public support. 

"In its frightening magnitude, 
the black market has become a 
national scandal and disgrace, re- 
plete with gang killings and all 
the lurid paraphernalia of the 
prohibition era. It has attracted 
the scum of the underworld — and 
it is to these unsavory creatures 
that American motorists are pay- 
ing tribute in premiums for illegal 
gas while their kin are facing 
death on battlefields all over the 
world."
